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Report at the President 


ber bitoved Synod convenes the 85th annual Convention | this 
year. The years have seen many changes in congregations, but the Same 
spirit of willingness co-operation that characterized the founders has 
lived to strengthen the organiztion today. We are thankful to Almighty 
God that he has graciously permitted us to work together, to harvest 
souls to His glory, and to strive to be good and faithful servants in 
his vineyard of the Middle West. 


As his term draws to a close, the 8 President Walt to 
thank all who have borne the burdens of synodi al responsibility, the 
appointed and elected committeemen, the secretaries, the representa- 
tives to institutions and ageneies, the auxiliary organizations, and es- 
peecially the conference presidents and members of the executive com- 
mittee. Any successful work owes its strength to these faithful brethren. 


There are a number of items which should enter our prayers and 
our future planning. One is the rroposal for merger of the Svnods of 
Kansas, Midwest and Nebraska, the constitution for which is to be 
entered upon our Minutes this session. Another is the growing scarcity 
of pastors for our congregations, which should ease as seminary grad- 
uates in larger numbers enter the active ministry. A further item is the 
ever-expanding home missions program which challenges us to keep up 
our plan to organize at least one new mission each year. Still another 
is the need for strengthening existing congregations through evangelism 
and witness, so that growth is evident, rather than the opposite trend. 


Stewardship in the synod has been of high quality, so that with few 
exceptions each congregation is to be commended on accepting the 
challenge of greater apportionment with zeal and self-sacrifice. 


The synod was sorrowed by the passing of our brother, Pastor 
Herbert Pett, of St. John’s, Wellington. An offering was received 
throughout the congregations for the widow and family. 

One congregation, St. Peter’s, Langdon, was struck by the spring 
flood of the Missouri river, so that the church was damaged extensively, 
and most of the homes of the congregation were inundated. With 
the aid of the synod disaster fund, and a grant from the Board of Soc- 


ial Missions, the congregation was able to restore its house of Ie 
and rededicate it this spring.

The Reverend Herbert Pett has laid down the 
weapons of his warfare and has gone to receive his crown. His example 


should be an inspiration to us, as he labored on under difficulties and 


handicaps, faithful unto death, and his work will bear fruit in * 
tions yet unborn. 


Pastor Pett was born May 12. 1907 in Richford, Wis, the son of 
the late Rev. and Mrs. Ernest H. Pett. Most of his youth was spent 
in the state of Nebraska. He married Miss Emily Ziesch, of Perry, 
Okla., August 3, 1937. To this union three children were born, W 17 
Louise, Linda Ruth, and Vietor Herbert, all of the home. 


Rev. Pett was a graduate of the Chillicothe school of business 4 


Chillicothe, Mo., in 1929. He received his A.B. degree from Midland 
College, Fremont, Nebr., in 1933, and graduated from Western * 
Central) Theological Seminary, Fremont, in 1936. 

Following his ordination he accepted a call to the Perry- Stillwater 
parish, Okla., serving Zion and Salem congregations. Other parishes 
served included St. John’s, Lancaster, Kans., St. John’s, Dunlap, Iowa, 
and the Wellington congregation.

Increases of 625 baptized members, 352 confirmed and 129 com- 
muning were reported by the congregations of the Synod for 1952. One 
new congregation, Wichita, Reformation, with 79 communing members 
was added to the roll. The membership of the Synod as of December 31, 
1952 was 44 congregations, 38 pastors, 17 238 bantized members, 12 058 
confirmed and 7,553 communing. The five new congregations organized 
in the last five years reported an increase of 144 in 1952, leaving a net 
decrease of 15 for the older congregations. These new congregations have 
a membership of 584 accounting for 75% of the Synod’s five-increase 


of 775. Aside from the Wichita mission, Prairie Village, Faith showed 
the largest gain in membership, 55 members or 44% 


+. Nineteen con- 
gregations reported increases, twenty decreases. Wichita. St. Paul's 
continues to be the largest congregation with 625 members. Increases 


were general in the Parish Education rubrics, there being vache en- 
rolled in Sunday School. 


The congregations expended $513,755 in 1952, $70, 747 more ‘than * 
1951. This is an average per confirmed member of $42.61. Increases were 
reported in current and unusual expenses and the apportionment, a de- 
crease in unapportioned benevolences because of a slackening of the 
CHEY Appeal. Property valuations increased $264,455 due to new prop- 
erties, improvements and re-valuations. There was an increase in in- 
debtedness of $62,633. Eighteen congregations reported indebtedness, 


four more than in 1951. Five were new to the — one congregation 
becoming debt-free, 


The Synod took the increased 1 figure in the same 
stride it had been meeting the two previous apportionments: just short 
of the mark. The contributions was $70,351 of 94.3% of the total asked 
for. Twenty congregations met the apportionment in full or excess. 


A report on the Manifested Life of the Congregation is also being 
secured. No compilation or analysis will be undertaken by the Statistic- — 
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ian unless requested by the Synod. The reports received will be forward- 
ed to the Secretary of the United Lutheran Church in Ameria. 

_ Parochial reports were received from all congregations except Well- 
ington, St. John’s. The first report was received from Wichita, Reforma- 
tion on January 14, almost by return mail. Seven reports wert received 
between February 10 and February 13. Corrections had to be secured 
in several instances causing further delay in completing this report.

Report of Home Missions Pee 


The Home Missions Committee is pleased to present the following | 
report covering the work and activities of the Committee. The Home 


Missions Program of Synod continues to move forward under God's 
gracious providence. 


JACKSON COUNTY, Missouri, the Rev. Edwin 5 Hirsch, Board 
Missionary. 


This field located east of Kaneda City and bee of W 
ence was surveyed in the summer of 1951. The Board of American 
Missions called pastor Edwin J. Hirsch to the field June 1, 1952. Pastor 
Hirsch spent the summer months contacting prospects and getting ready 
for the beginning of services. The first service was held September . 
1952 in a hall over the Smith Hardware Store in Raytown, Missouri. 
There were 37 persons present. Development has been rather rapid 
since that firc:t meeting. At this writing 53 adults have signed the 
charter rol] and plans are being lai for formal organization on Palm 
Sunday. | 

Dr. Elwood L. Bowman of the Division of Church Extension vis- 
ited the field September 26 and made tentative proposals for the pur- 
chase of a Church Site and a Parsonage. A choice site on Blue Ridge 
Boulevard just north of Raytown High School. The tract, approximately 
19 acres, was up for sale but would require the purchase of the whole 
tract. It was a hard decision to make but with the approval of the Board 
the Synod purchased the site on November 2 for $30,000. The Board 
loaned $10,000 and Synod was required to add $2,000. This $2,000 the 
Executive Committee granted from the Contingent Fund. The Tract has | 
been platted for resale and at this writing, although negotiations are 1) 3 
still incomplete, two of the 32 salable lots have been contracted for and . 
one house is being constructed. The First Mortgage, $18,000, held by \ 
the eller wil! bs paid off from the sale of the lots—$500.00 each on the | 
sa e of the first 12 lots and $1,000 each on the sale of the second 12 i 
lots. In addition to a fine church site we are holding three lots for future 
expansion and a fourth lot for the construction of the Parsonage. Bids — 
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construction will begin soon. The Board proposal for the Parsonage re- 
quires that Synod make a grant of $500.00. { 

It is hoped that the new Congregation will be received into Synod 
at this Convention. 

KENT MEMORIAL, Sunrise Beach, n the Rev. Clarence J. 
Hansen, Pastor. 

The beautiful new church at Kent Memorial wis dedicated April 
27, 1952 with overflow crowds both at the morning and afternoon serv- 
ices. The Rev. R. H. Gerberding, D.D., Executive Secretary of the Board 
of American Missions delivered the Dedicatory address. During the 
year the indebtedness on the church was reduced to $9,400. The pur- 
chase of an electric organ was made possible by gifts and interest of 
good friends of the Congregation. Last Fall construction began on the 
Parsonage, a three-bedroom frame structure, whieh} was in 
January.

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Report of Midland College to the Kansas Synod 


One of our favorite hymns begins, in its second stanza, with the 
words: “Bless Thou the Truth, dear Lord.” It is this blessed Truth 
which we seek to make the foundation of the work at Midland College, 
your college in Fremont, Nebraska. We earnestly pray that our 
efforts may be successful. | | | 

The selective service situation and a gradual decrease in the 
number of veterans of the Second World War attending college, re- 
duced the total number of students from 373 in 1951 to 351 in 1952 in 
spite of the fact that the freshman class is the second largest in the 
school’s history. The proportion of Lutheran students in the college 
is 68%, of which number 70 are preparing for full-time Christian 
service. The Kansas Synod is represented by 16 students. If every 
pastor in the supporting synods were to induce even one member of 
his parish to come to Midland College our enrollment would be doubled 
and we would not need to worry about future enrollments. We are 
earnestly pleading for this helpful interest on the part of our pastors. 


A major capital item entered the plant and financial picture during 
this past autumn. A refurnishing and refurbishing program was ‘ 
begun on the Gymnasium-Commons Building and Beegle Hall (girl's 
dormitory). Both buildings had been sadly neglected and were in 
dire need of new roofs and major repairs. This caused an expenditure a 
of $40,000, which is being repaid by special donations from individuals 
and congregations. Those who live and work on the campus are keenly 
conscious of the great boost in morale which has come through these 


improvements. 


The Board of Trustees at its last annual meeting adopted the 
following “seven year” program: (1) a balanced budget each year: 
(2) a general increase of 5-25% in the salaries of the faculty and staff 
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of all campus buildings; (4) a sizeable increase in Ithe Endowment 


Fund; (5) repayment of the debt on Men’s Memorial Hall ($133,200) 
and to Central Lutheran Theological Seminary ($21,539) ; (6) erection 
of an addition to Beegle Hall; (7) conversion of North Hall into a 
Fine Arts Building; and (8) erection of a Library Building. It is 
anticipated that ground will be broken this spring for the Library 


| Building to be erected with CHEY funds now on hand for this purpose. 


Midland is the college of the U. Li &. west of the Missouri 
River. Midland is gratefal for the help which the California Synod has 
given. This gratitude is beyond the power of words to express and in 
effect must be understood rather than explicitly stated. The college 
is mindful of this great source of s ,

As such, however, Midland as an arm of the church must do 
exceptionallv well those things which by its very nature are demanded 
of it. In order to do its job in a way of which both the church and the 
college may be proud, Midland must have greatly increased gifts for 
current expenses, for capital funds and for endowment. The stand- 
ards in equipment, faculty and services demanded of an accredited 
college today preclude any possibility of operating suecess fully without 
substantial gift and endowment income. In the ease of colleges like 
Midland, the federal and sta governments cannot pe of direet help, 
we must seek our help among our constituencies. But equally im- 
portant is the fact that the supporting synods must help in bringing 
students to the college. Midland wants and * more able boys

Displaced Persons Report 
Your Synodical Chairman and Representative 


of the Lutheran 


On 
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work on May 29, 1952, when the last group of Displaced Persons 
arrived at the Kansas City Terminal. The last visa was issued on 
midnight December 31, 1951, for a Displaced Person coming té the 
United States. As of January 1, 1952, the Lutheran Resettlement 
Service had brought 30,647 Displaced Persons into this country and 
placed them in all 48 states as well as Alaska, Hawaii, and the 
Virgin Islands. The number of arfivals during the first months of 
1952 was estimated to reach from 500 to 1000. The Lutheran Re- 
settlement Service is proud of the fact that every Displaced Person 
registered with the Lutheran World Federation, who wished to come 
to the United States and had reasonable opportunity of being found 
eligible, was covered with an assurance. From now on the emphasis in 
the resettlement program becom increasingly that of adjustment 
of the people who are here.

Kansas Christian Rural overseas bret Report 


As the U. L. C. A. had no a iation with CROP the past year, a 
working agreement was arranged between our Synod and the Kansas 
Council of Churches and Christian Education, with the approval of 
Lutheran World Relief, Dr. Fry, and CROP Headquarters. The agree- 
ment was to the effect that Church World Service should receive dona- 
tions from rural Lutheran individuals in Kansas and transport them 
to our Lutheran brethren overse s, at the direction of L. W. R., de- 
for expenses. Although this meant 
some loss so far as our own de omination is concerned, it Was con- 
sidered not only a most worthy cause but an answer to the need of pro- 
viding a way for many of our ple to ate thts type of contribu- 
tion. 


The January 13, 1953, report for Karleas CROP K totaled 
$78,322.23. At that time there were indications that the total receipts 
would reach $80,000. The percentage of deducted expenses for the 
program is much improved over 1951 when it was 45%. The national 
average for this year has been approximately 14. 1%. Kansas’ rate has 
been 14.9%. The committee is quite happy over this,, for it releases 
more of the contributions for their intended purpose.

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Report of Committee on Liturgy and Music 
The Committee has had one meeting, and brings in the following 


report, which is in the nature of suggestions for our churches. We are 
assuming that the congregations concerned about ‘preserving the 
better traditions of the Lutheran Church in Liturgy and Music. 


1. 


That congregations be mindful of proper vestments for clergy 
and choir. The traditional colors in church vestments are black or 
white. Stoles may be worn by the pastor. It is not a churchly practice 
to try to adapt them for the choir. Colored robes for choir are an 
innovation fostered by ‘commercial houses, who apparently have 
been successful in selling them to high school glee clubs and high 
school graduating classes, and are now trying to broaden the market 
by extending colors to church choirs. The church should be inde- 
pendent of the fashion pressure and sales pressure of the commer- 
cial houses and have its own sons for standards of equipment. 
Thoughtless disregard of churchly es vies can lead to all sorts 
of extremes. 

The placement of choir and musicians. ‘The best . for the 
choir is no doubt the rear of the church (balcony), where the choir 
is heard and not seen and therefore experiences little temptations 
to be other than a worshiping instrument of the church. A chancel 
placement is not bad if the choir is not facing the congregation, it 
shows the influence of the concert hall and theater, where those 


who sing are to entertain. Dr. Horn in “Altar and Pew” says that 


all music in the church is for worship and should be directed both 


physically and mentally toward the altar. It is not necessary that 


the choir turn its back to the people but sit or stand modestly, cross 


chancel so that the altar is in view. It is not the function of the 


congregation to be inspecting the choir during the service, nor the 


choir to inspect the congregation. Worship is the otder of the hour. 


Congregations should be ever mindful of the church year in lessons, 
responses and hymns. A Trinity hymn such as “Holy, Holy, Holy” 


used all year round reflects as bad taste as green paraments all 


year round. The season of the year should be revealed in at least 
one hymn of the day. And the remaining hymns should not be in 
monotonous violence of the church year. The rubrie or heading in the 
hymnal does not necessarily prevent a hymn from being used at 
another time if it is fitting for the sermon or thought of the day. 
It if is a matter of finding a suitable processional hymn for the 
choir, we recommend a different processipnal be used for each season 
of the church year. 

Pastors should be alert for en Fs to le choirs and con- 
gregations on a better use of the common service. In many instances 
our use of the service falls short of being a “joyful noise unto the 
Lord.” It is more often merely a heavy and ponderous noise. Many 
times it sounds funereal or memorial in quality as though we wor- 
ship a lost and departed Lord. Our Common Service is a resurrection 
worship and that spirit should be en ks at all — even in i 
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the recipients of the pension benefits, we would express appr 
all congregations who have made the e possible through tl 


Communion. We say our Common Service is beautiful and the 
committee does not deny this. Nevertheless, in most instances, it 
is being used at only about fifty percent of its potential value. 

We believe it would pay dividends for congregations to bring in an 
expert on liturgy and music, just as we sometimes seek the help of «

ARTICLE ONE 
THE SYNOD 


| Section I. The Name and Territory 
The name and title of the church body organized under this con- 
stitution shall be The Evangelical Lutheran Synod in the Central 
States. The territory of this Synod shall be the States of Arkan-

| Section II—The Doctrinal Basis | 

1. This Synod receives and holds the canonical Scriptures of the 
Old and New Testaments as the inspired Word of God, and as the 
only infallible rule and standard of faith and practice according to 
which all doctrines and teachers are to be judged. 

2. This Synod accepts the three ecumenical creeds — seal, 
the Apostles, the Nicene, and the Athanasian — as important testi- 
monies drawn from the Holy Scriptures, and rejects all errors which 


they condemn. 
3. This Synod receives and holds the Unaltered Augsburg Con- 


fession as a correct exhibition of the faith and doctrine of the 


Evangelical Lutheran Church, founded upon the word of God; and 
acknowledges all churches that sincerely hold and faithfully confess 


the doctrines of the Unaltered Augsburg Confession to te entitled 
to the name of Evangelical Lutheran. 

4. This Synod recognizes the Apology of the Augsburg Confes- 
sion, the Smalkald Articles, the Large and Small Catechisms of 
_ the same pure scriptural faith. ee
